Where her Interests in iron and nickel espe- 
cially had been expanding markedly in recent 
veo. Her financiers sel up mining. com- 
panies in New Caledonia, appointed French 
directors to conform to the local law, and 
installed costly machinery. 

Her ships took oway vast quantities al 
iran ore and nickel ore, and.she was in the 
midst of increasing her stocks of those ma- 
terials when the Free French took over con- 
trol of the ishind and clamped down on all 
Japaries interests. 

At present, there i a Free French gov- 
ernor in New Caledonia, responsible to General 
de Gaulle. The Colony is strongly pro-Ally, 
and the United States Government has recog: 
nized Free French sovereignty. 

In addition to having a rich mineral re- 
serve, & predominantly prolly population, 
and a. useful labor force, New (Caledonia is 
an important link in the chain of air com- 
munications between America and Australin 

lf Sew Coledonia ts wrestecl from Allies! 
hands, her minerals can be used to replenish 
Japan's depleted stocks, ber harbors con serve 
14 bases for ruiders apatiet Allied comminni- 
cations, and her alrfiields can be turned into 
taking-off places for bombing raids against 
Svideev and Brisbane, 


Fiji, Grossroads of the Paeihe 


Northeast of New Caledonia is Vith Levu 
largest of the Fijis, surrounded by a host of 
amaller islands. All of these ga to make up 
the Hritkkh Crown Colony of Filt (pages 
604-5), . 

Evervone has heard of the “wikl men from 
Fiji.” Few have heard about Fiji's strategic 
location at the crossroads of mest Pacife 
shipping janes, of its large anel pwlitically in- 
fuential Britith Indian population, of its 
0th-century gold rush, of its great sugar- 
producing resources, Remember that last 
point when the waiter brings only one lump! 

As a port of call for ships Fiji is ideal, 
for it Hes on the routes between Howaii and 
New #ealand, ancl benwreen Samou pial New 
Caledonia, Jt is the focal point of shipping 
lanes between America ond Australia (maps, 
pages O08-9 and 764-5). 

Aza setting for development of an intensive 
agricultural economy it is perfect, except that 
much of the fruitful land is owned a the 
Fijians, who have pleasanter thins to do 
than to produce sugar and copra for some 
foreign market.

Sandalwood drew many adventurous ship 
captains to the island: whites took sides with 
native chieis in fierce internecine warfare. A 
group of Americans tried to extend United 
States sovereignty over Fiji, but failed.  Fi- 
nally, in 1874, the paramount Fijian chief 
ceded the island group to Great Britain. 

British planters tried at first to raise ont- 
ton, but American competition stopped that. 

Then attention was turned to sugar pro- 
duction. The soil and climate were ileal, but 
the planters tan into the same difficulty that 
the French mine operators had had in New 
Caledonia—tack of labor. 

For New Caledonia the problem was solved 
by importing Tonkinese and Javanese: for 
Fiji the problem was solved by importing 
laborers irom [ndia, 

But, whereas the ‘Tonkinese and Javanes 
usally returned) to their homelands when 
their periods of indenture were finished, i 
Fiji the British Indians remained and set Herd 
permanently on their awn little plots of land, 

Now, in Fiji, the Indians almest equal 
the Fijiune in numbers, and they are increas- 
Ing much more rapidly. 

The British Keep Costly Faith in Fiji 

The British officlals in Fifi have consistently 
upheld the rights of natives against all oom- 
ers; most land is: in Fijian hands, ond no 
outsider is milowed to alienate it. Wet there 
ts this great dilemma: Fijians are not produc 
live, and production counts im war. 

Hritish Indians ate industrims and frugal 
and could increase farm production many 
times if they had the necessary lond, But 
to take idle land away from native Fijians 
and give it to land-hungry Indians would be 
to break faith with natives who entrusted— 
actually ceded—their islands to Britain with 
the understanding that their tribal land holel- 
Ings in use or occupation would remain intact. 

The officials are suspicious of Indian po 
litical ambitions, worried) about the toofast 
increase af the Indian population. However, 
(foment sugar is necded, the Indians are the 
ones to prow it. Therefore, the officinls are 
faced with the problem of deciding hetween 
the prompiings of thetr hearts waned the dic- 
tates of their hends. 

In Japanese hands Fiji would cut off our 
supplies from golng “down under” unless we 
could and would make the costly detuur south 
of New Zealind. Also, with Fiji in Japanese 
hands, our naval stronghold jin Samoa would 
be menaced, perhaps cut off from supplies and 
reinforcements. 

These are not comforting thourhts, They 
were not even in the back of my mind o few 
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landed af a mission station ax) be introducerl 
toa minister—never seen before in her Tii¢— 
whom she was to marry, 

And also there were the two. white-faced 
wisps of girls, clad in the billowing white robes 
of their “order, destinall to live thelr whole 
lives in seme Tittle church outpost, secluded 
from their own kind and surrounded by the 
terrible misery that can accumulate around 
a Tission hospital, No Sydney furloughs for 
them!

The Booster Spirit in Port Moresby 

Mort Moresby, chief port and administrative 
center of the Territory of Papua, is built on 
a small hill peninsula that juts out into the 
Gulf of Papua and forms one bank of a fine 
deep-ewaier harbor, The peninsula, through 
some meteorological quirk, is dry in contrast 
to the reat of rain-sonked Papua (page 700).

New Guinea Is a great flying-bird of an 
island, with its head (Vogelkop, Dutch for 
“hird-head) pointed toward southeast Asia. 
lte cleft swallow-tail—1i,500 miles oway— 
points toward the southeast Paciic. The 
thickest portion of its body is more than 400 
miles wide and lies just north of Queensland, 
with which it was once probably connected. 

New Guinea is not the sunny tropical para- 
dise of fancy and fiction; it ik a sertes of 
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immense mountain ranges, reaching as high as. 
16,000 feet, pushed up owt of the floor af ‘the 
Pacific, 

_ Ina few places large rivers have succeeded 
in cutting down the mountains and spreading 
yrassy, 
swampy loins; but mostly the mreevunitaninis 


fall away abrupitly into the sen. 


Clinging to. the steep mountains isan nl. 
most unbroken matting of rain forest. Men 
du not break down this mat; they tunnel 
through it or fly over it. 

lf they tunnel long enough of fly hich 
enough, they will crass two a three ranges 
and core Out upon a Taree apland platewu 
aver whith are scattered broad patches of 
grassland, Thia plateau is not like the Ameri- 
0 prairie or the African veldt; swift-flow- 
ig rivers cul it up into hilly chunks. tne 
hend-high, sword-sharp fungi trass, & pest 
to the planter, makes travel almost as difficult 
aé. through the rain forest. 

several big rivers provide broad highways 
inte the beart of the land, but their banks 
are so. often lost in swamps that the traveler 
cin hardly tell whether he is on the river 
or otf it. 

A hundred yeare ago thie whole moun- 
tainous, swampy mass of crinky Nature was 
4 mere outline on the map. Everything except. 

a few strips of coastline was marked “un- 
newer. Fifty-odd years ago Dutch, Ger- 
mans, ancl British were seeking to control 
parts of it for themselves through the efforts 
of enterprising traders and planters. 

By 1900 the Dutch had established sover- 
eignty over the western half of the island, 
which they had annexed in 182%; the Austral- 
ian Commonwealth had annexed the south- 
eastern portion and rememed it the Territory 
of Papua; and the Imperial German Govern- 
mietit hac tuken over the northeastern quarter 
and named it Kaiser-WilhelmLand. 

Unknown New Goines, o Magic Lore 

A penod of exploration and agricultural 
exploitation followed. Little hands of penton, 
cubsidived either by governments or by com 
mercial firms, made short stabs into the in= 
terior and brought back marvelous reports of

ization.” 

The Pacific was as peaceful as it wos broad, 
and New Guinea was a mere place name to 
the rest of the world, not even publicized by 
travel posters, 

Then an archduke was assassinated 8,000 
miles away, and an Australion naval force 
owed into Sew Guinea waters and wrested 
Kaiser-Wilhelms-Land from the German set- 
tlers. Years afterward, this. former German 
colony was constituted an Australian mandate, 
Dutch New Guinea and Papua retained their 
old political status, and the business of ex- 
ploration amd development went on slowly 
as before, 

Now, 22 years later, hordes of Japanese 


ewitting into New Gumes from their lands 
to the north have chonged everything, They 
mark the appenrance of a new race, a new 
culture,.on the New Guinea scene. 

In one sense, this new wave of people from 
the north and west it an old story to anthro- 
pologists, who have been occupied for a quar- 
ter of @ century in piecing together the great 
pageant of Pacihe history. 


Dusky Pydmies Diseovered New GCrurnen 


The real diccovery of New Guinea took 
place Jong before Europeans sighted the island 
from their galleens, even long before daring 
Polynestins paddled their slender owtrigeer 
cunoes along its forbidding shores. The true 
discovery took plice millenniums weo, when 
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amall bands of Negritos—pyamy negtoes— 
drifted there from Asiatic archipelagors. 

‘With them they brought their simple tools 
and) weapons—bamboo cutting knives, shell 
scrapers, spears—essentially a “pre-Stane 
Age” inventory. 

Luter came hordes of heavy-hrowddl, broad- 
nosed, curly-haired Australvieds, probably 
bringing with them chipped stone artifacts, 
which gave them great technical superiority 
aver the whod-shell-fiber- iaing Negritos. 

Many of these newcomers meived on into 
vast, almost empty Australian, where they pee 
mained isolated fram the rest of humanity 
for thousands of years, until Europeans visited 
their shores a few hunelred ‘years azo. Some 
of them stayed on in New Guinea und mixed 
with earlier settled Negrites, their descent- 
ants constituting a racial mixture which even 
tixlay forms the basis of most of New GOnined's 
inland population, 

One must net, however, imagine this inland 
population to be evenly distributed, or even 
physically uniform, Varying proportions of 
the component ancestral strains—here, many 
Negritos mined with few Australoids: there, 
many Australoids tiixed with few Negrites— 
formed separate small tribal units, isolated 
one from another by towering mountains, 
deep gorges, or terrible swamp. 

After centuries and millenniums of this kind 
of iselation each small group developed its 
own peculiarities, so that now thelr langues 
—called “Papuan” tongues by anthropologists 

are classed together not so much because 
they are alike as because they are all different 
from ather Pacific ishind languages, Scores 
of these Papuan langunges hove already been 
set down by travelers and scientists, and they 
are the bane of existence of missionaries and 
administrators, 


“Other Kind Talk, He Cranky” 


Imagine having a parish with 3,000 con- 
yverts broken up into ten separate tribes, each 
having its own langunge! Nor ix there much 
incentive for oatives.to learn one another's 
language; as one of my native curriers con: 
temptuously said: *"Falk. belong me, he 
straight: all other kind talk, he cranky.” 

There was littl of the Stone Age about the 
crowds of stevedores milling around on the 
Port Moresby wharf as our Montoro dropped 
is jan nk. Most of thet, were short 
and slight with big mops of frisely hair. 
Their noses were as broad as their grins as 
they looked up at the passengers lining the 
rails: and their talk about us was neobably 
less flattering than our remarks about them. 

Nearly all were dressed in long strips of 
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colored calico bound around their waists ane 
falling te. their ankles. Their lips were recl- 
dened and their teeth blackened with oon- 
tinnows chewing of ureca out aml lime pnd 
pepper—the famous betel-nut mixture. 

The bodies of many of them were covered 
with the overlapping patterns of ringworm. 

But they were not black! Melanesians— 
black. ishrwers—they are called, but their skin 
color varied from a livht td a chocolate brown, 
andl a few among them had reddish and yellow- 
ish tints. 


From the Old to the New Stone Age 
There was a Mongaloid look about many of 
them which only bore out the. contention of 
many scumnlists that, since the Australoids 
entered this region during the Old Stone Age. 
other peoples have pushed out into the Pacific 
from their homelencs in southeastern Asia. 
Most of these New Stone Age newcomers 
must have remained at the beaches ancl inter- 
mixed with the earlier inhabitants. Almost 
everywhere along the New Guinea. beaches 
there is stronger evidence of this new element 
than there is in the interior, For one thing, 
beach people are taller, redder-skinned, their 
hair not so frizaly, their facial features 
straighter, lees Nepgroid anid Australeid. 
Nevertheless, the ideas: and tools-anc tech- 


mirques that they intréduced soon spread into 


the interior, so that before Jong the “bush"’ 
natives—as contrasted with the “beach” na- 
tives—were also planting crops and keeping 
pics and working and fighting with polished 
state artifacts, 

One thing these newcomers cid—and what 
a boon that was!—wne (0 transfer some of 
the features of their language to the lan- 
guages of the older coast dwellers, The result 
of this process, which probably was. accidental, 
wis that New Guinea conétal lanwuages are 
not nearly so varied! as are the Papuan lan- 
cunges Of the bush dwellers. 

But even with this “simplification,” it 
seemed to me that I would never be able to 
understand the torrential rush of words of the 
natives chattering away on the whari. It wae 
with relief that I heard one of them shout, 

“Hey, Tabada (Master), you got shillingi?” 

[ threw him one—and was soundly scolded 
by my fellow passengers who warned me that 
1 was “spoiling” the natives. One of them 
tank me aside and gave me a jewel of a lecture 
about upholding the white man’s burden, 

Later I was haniled a neat little pamphlet 
which set out, in numbered sentences, exactly 
how a white man showld act in New Guinea.

T noticed with some alarm that our own 
ship was headed right for a sand bar, but it 
wae too late to shout, We were on it! To my 
amazement there was no grinding, scraping 
sound, to bump at all, In fact, we glided 
through it! The “sand bar” turned out to 
bea thick luyer of floating pumice, a fre- 
minder of the voleanic eruption of a few 
months previous. 

There was other evidence on every side, 
Wisps of smoke and steam were still curling 
up out of craters at each end of the town, 
Streets, houses, lawns were all covered with 
thin layers of fine dist. Coconut palms were 
maithetic, crownless poles, their leaves torn 
away in the downpour of ush and rocks, 

Gangs of laborers were making frantic eG 
forts to dig deep water ditches through the 
layers of pumice, Formerly when it rained, 
the porous earth quickly drank up all the 


water eo that there was little run-off, Now 


rin water would flow in sheets over the aur- 
face of the less porous pumice and endanger 
hwses, fences, and streets 

Eruptions Only “Unusual Weather” 

The people were making a vallant effort to 
dig out, anc it occurred te few of them that 
it might be advisable to move their town to 
another site. | 

“Why,” they said, “the yolcanoes won't 
erupt again; (his time was a great exceplion!” 

The next few weeks T passed in Rabaul buy- 
ing food supplies for the expedition and learn- 
ing to be casual about carthyunkes. | was 
not totally surprised when the first one began 
to rattle-the hotel walle: yet it would be some- 
thing of an overstatement to claim aplomb. 

A rather netve-racking sight was the sink- 
ing foreshore—or it might hive been the 
rising water line: inhabitants weren't sure 
which it was. But there it wisi every week 
the beach became narrower. Still, people saw 
no reason for ahandoning Rabaul. 

For my part, neither earthquake nor the 
sinking foreshore proved so important 1s 
“qurchasing” Mianao, 

Manso was browr-ekinned, frizzly-haired, 
and wely as-sin. 7 did not exactly purchase 
him, but 1 did pay several pounds down for 
him and received the assurance that he would 
be my “personal boy" for the next two years. 

Manue was uf old hand at working for 
white masters, In his contract he was de- 
scribed as being a “trained domestic, with no 
spacial prafickencies.” Nothing was mentioned 
about his being a born cook,a diligent laundry- 
niin, an expert marksman, a vigorous food 
forayer, o superb expedition leader, a top 
notch morale builder, and an effective sorcerer. 


whether I liked it or not. 
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In other words, Mina was 4a Melunesian 
of many parts, Right now he ke probably 
tuking pot shots at Japs 

My own euntract with Manag stated that 
T must feed him, supply him with tobacco, 
clothe him in strips of calico, provide living 
quarters und medical care for him, and pay 
him ten shillings (about two dollars) every 
month. Ta return he was bound to work: for 
me for two ears. 

Tt is no mere sentimentality to say thot 
without Manag and his kind white men would 
never survive in New Guinea. They would 
never succeed in harvesting coconuts, extract. 
ing gold, exploring the wilderness, or, for that 
matter, even keeping themselves alive, 

The Indentured Labor System 

Indenture labor is the system that has mode 
it possible forwhite men to build up an empire 
and exploit it for their own fortunes and the 
glory of their nations. Back of it all are the 
thousands upon thetisancde of young, broawn- 
skinned moles who accomplish #vervthing 
from building roads to minding European 
hbabies—all fer a few shillings, a bit of tobween, 
a few pounds of tice, some tinned meat and 
fish, a few strips of calico, and chunks of soap. 

I proved to be something of a problem for 
Miinao in the beginning. I did not know how 
a “master” should act. For example, I did 
not realize that 1 should not laugh and joke 
with hini when others were about, Such 
familiarity, he intimate!, embarrassed him. 

I learned to walk a few steps ahead of him, 
T learned mever to 
carry a parcel when he was there to curry it 
for me, As for my working, hew pamed he 
was when T tried to help him lift a trunk. 

"Me got shame,” he explaingdl, “You, 
Master, more better vou no work all-same 
blacka-man.” 

That put me in my place! 

After o few werks:in Rabaul, Manao and I 
boarded panothersteamer tor the maintand of 
New Guinea. On board was the Australian 
ol explorer G. A. V, Stanley, who had pre 
viously offered me all his knowledge and fa- 
cilities 50 that 1 could learn something about 
the New Guinea wilderness. 

New Guinea has now becete Australin's 
first line of defense; but only a few vears ago 
it was one of the last frontiers, and offered 
exciting opportunities for men willing to risk 
their lives or their health In search of riches. 

The existence of gold in New Guinen had 
been suspected, then known, for many years; 
but it was nor until 1926 that on enormously 
och deposit was discovered, In that year 
three Australians braved the coastal swamps, 
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the terrifving Morobe mountains, the attacks 
of wild natives, malaria, dysentery, and dread 
blackwater fever to discover the valuable 
alluvial deposits on Edie Crock, near Wan, 
far in the interior. 

News of their discoveries seeped out to the 
rest of the world und sturted u large-scale 
eolel. rtesh, 

The fitthe beach owtpest at Salamaua be- 
came po new Juneau (page /06). People re- 
member today how they landed on the beach 
with a few cans.of food and 4 pan for washing 
sold dust, None of them seemed to realize 
that the gold fields were far up in the moun- 
lams, that lines of native carriers would be 
needed to, transport food supplies; ane) that 
protection must be afforded against head-hunt- 
ng natives, 

Many of them did not even realize that 
quinine would be needed to ward off malaria, 
that water would have to be boiled to guard 
against dysentery. Some of them, aware that 
they were headed for the Tropics, did) not 
hether to buy bedding and blankets, not 
knowing how bitter cold were the nights in 
the mountains, especiilly te a person shiver- 
ing from malarig, 

The Airplane Tomed Wild New Guinea 

Real development of New Guinea gold re- 
sources did pot begin until a forsi¢hted 
Australian, Cecil John Levien, conceived of 
installing huge dredges to dig deeper into the 
rich gravels than individual miners working 
with shovels could hope Lay chia, 

This kind of enterprise, however, demanded 
large capital investments, efficiently organ- 
teed and operated companies, and, most of all, 
biz dredges. Dragving the heavy dredging 
machinery through swamps: and forests and 
aver mountains was obviously impossible, 

“Well fy it in.” Levien said. 

Skeptics Inighed at the idea, and shook 
their heads knowingly at the suggestion of 
fying heavy machinery into the heart of wild 
New Gilneas, 

Levien persisted, secured financial backing, 
bought a plane, had it fown in to the gold 
fields. Thos he initiated a unique air-trans- 
port service, Guinea Airways, Lid., became, 
infact, the largest aerial (reight-corrying serv- 
ike in the world, 

Dredeges were taken apart, down in, and re- 
assembled on the gold fields, 

Everything else was flown in, too. Automea- 
biles, cows, beer, chickens, building miterials 
—even race horses. 

The town of Wau became a healthful, 
cheerful center for thousands of employees 
of the various mining companies, 
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Fiving become as.crdinary as motoring: anil 
atew out-of-the-way miners had their morning 
milk detivered by plane. 

But gold: will not last forever: and hopes 
for the future of this inland New Guinea ares 
do not depend an gold, 

Pia ubowe the malarial ooastal awiinps, en- 
joying a. climate that is healthful and invigoe- 
ating, white mén may continue to dwell long 
aiter the lust yard of golil gravel has been 
dredge, Agriculturists haye discovered that 
many Valuable crops will fourish here. 

This area, in the micelle of the Tropics, yet 
putesing advantiges of a tempernite land, 
has been looked upon as the logical center for 
the white-man-controlled Pacific islands. 

Agricultural develupment will bave to wait 
for the return of peace. Meanwhile, ii is 
becoming apperes that the miners who 
Clearad the first landing flelds =o that their 
tea and beef and tice and beer could be flown 
in were unknowingly preparing for the de- 
femse of New Guinea and Australia and, for 
that matter, for defense of many linds« thou- 
sands of miles away. 

Daring raiis have been made by Australian 
nirmen arainst Japanese ships mol forces on 
invaded New Britain. Japanese troops occu- 
pled Rabaul aod crept along the New Britain 
const to occupy the outpost at Gasmata. Then 
squadrons of Australian planes swept down 
and harassed them day after coy. 

Those plunes probably came from numerous 
ving fea hiddet! away in the gold fedids 
plateau, Likely they were operated by air- 
men who had Jown over those mountains and 
coasts day after day carrying paasenpers anid 
freight | page 710). Thus the New Guinea 
gold rush has affected the lives of all of us. 

C8] Hunters Succeed Gold Prospectars 

Aly host, Mr. Stanley, was not after wold, 
He was one of a small band of men who have 
devoted their lives to a search for oil in order 
to make Australia independent of foreien 
sources. To these men gold muirving Wis @ htre 
incident in the life of a nation: ofl was the 
real source of strength. 

Various oil-search companies had been or- 
ganized to explore vast New Guinea for signs 
ofeal Atr, Stanley's organization, O11 Search, 
Lid., hac secured tights to survey all the ancl 
in the triangle formed by the Sepik. River, 
the northern cosst, and the New Guinea 
Netherlinils boarder, 

He and his associates had mapped part af 
this large area and had set up a base camp 
ant! Janding feld ata promising site called 
Mai Mat, about 70 mile west of ‘Wewnk. 
It was his intention to fly me in to Mai Mai

Prince Alexander Mountains: A few years ago 
it was rescued from complete oblivien by the 
discovery of a few gold | eposits in the trouwn- 
tains back of the town.

Mr. Stanley had told me many exciting 
things about these “new' natives of hiss and 
it was with a quickened pulse that T climbed 
into his small plane at Wewak and took off 
for “Unknawn New Guinea!" | 

We ‘climbed past the customary coastal 
swamp and over the highest miuntain rice. 
The région was marked “thickly settled” on 
some maps, but the only evidence of humanity 
wit could see front the air was tiny garden clear- 
ings here ond there. A few wisps of smoke 
curled up from these clearings and ~ showed 
that the work of conquering the forest was 
still going om, 

south of the mountains there appeared 
patches of grass plains, wid much farther to 
the south lay the serpentine ribbon of the 
Sepik River.

Knives Delight the Litthe Brown Wen 

The next omearning we set aut on our trek 
fo the south and were joined en route by Mr. 
Stuiley's surveyor colleague, Harry 1, Eve. 
Our combined lines of carriers stretched end- 
lessly behind us as we plodded along in the 
middle of the stream bed, the main highway 
of this heavily forested region (page 17). 

During the pext few weeks we mapped, 
searched for signs of ofl, surveved « route for 
o road, and pussed through village after vil- 
lage of natives who had not been touched by 
civilization. 

At evening when we mide camp, throngs of 
lithe brown men used to hover around the 
outskirts and trade vegetable produce for 
heads and razor blades. 

I traded hatehets and butcher knives for 
their stone axes. [t was slmest. pathetic to 
watch bow childishly excited they were ta re- 
ceive and try out their new tools, 

AS anen fs one received a knife he would 
feel its edge and start off for the forest, tak- 
ing a chop at every bush or tree he passed.

He could do this even by moonlight, anil 
when he suddenly shiuted (with broad us) 
“Hack, mahn, back!" one could look over the 
sie ol see the oaatnoie sharp fingers of 
brawn coral slide silently by a few inches 
under the surface, 


‘The boat was anchored a few yards From

shore, andl the sea floor (here only about eight 
feet down) was stanned with o watere|ss, a 
flass-battomed wooden biox, 

Where I saw nothing but coral and mick, 
Durban would say “There's one,” ard disap- 
pear over the side with scarcely a: splash, 

Watching through the watergiass, 1 could 
see his brown body swimming like a seal down 
to the rocks. Reaching under the tedye, he 
would grope for a few seoonds and usually 
come up with o big spiny lobster, sometimes 
nearly three feet long ( Plite XAT). 

“They stay under rocks during the day, and 
come out to feed only at night. During day- 
light you must look for the two whips (anten- 
nae) sticking out from rock crevives,"” Dur- 
bam: said. 

L tried diving for them myself, using a water 
foeele (a rubber-bound glass disk covering 
eyes ond Nese } but, contrary to instructions, 
I would seize the pric kly crustacean by the 
long antentue, Then, two or three unbeliev- 
ably powerful backward jerks of the animal, 
and To would be left with the two whips. 

Soon T learned to poke the creature out inte 
the open with a stick, then dive down and 
seize the carapace with both gloved hands, 
while Durban pounded the gunwale with glee 
and shouted, “Pick she up, pick she wp, 
mahn!" 


Amazing Life of the Coral Reef 


Durban also took me goggle fishing on 
Prickly Pear Islet, 9 cactus-covered isle off 
the beach near the Antigua Beach Hotel, 
Armed with a wooden-shafted spear pointed 
with straightened fishhooks, and with eyes and 
nose covered by a round goggle, we pulled 
qurselves over the reef, crawling and swim- 
Thing with our beads submerped. 

To look at the underwater life of shallow 
tropic sexs is literally to enter a new world. 
You thrust your glassenclosed face uncer 
water: the surface film opens anid closes again 
over your head, and you are in ascreen-lit new 
clement, 

Ag you look up from below, the: surface 
seem a flexible, gray-white film, dimpled with 
waves, undulating and streaming endlessly 
overhead. On a clear day it i possible to see 
more than forty feet in any direction under 
the sea about Antigua, 

! could hold my breath for about 30 seconds 
under water, Durban could stay down for 
more than a minute. 

The colors anel forms of tropical submarine 
life are extraordinary. There are musturl- 
yellow and wine-red sea fans that wave lon- 
siidiy in the current: brown and white corals, 
some like giant convoluted brains, others like

ofgan coctuses or fingers of outstretched hands, 
Tubelike sponses and white sea anemones 
are poimal flowers of the undersea world, 
Colors are softened by the green light-hage 
of the water, And all through the tracery of 
pluntlike animal life swim fish of nearly every 
conceivable form and hue (Plates V, XIV), 
In ten minutes I saw more than a dozen 


‘species of fish, Most were feeding on minute 


organisms that dwelt on or under the coral. 
Small yellow-honded snappers were commen, 
as were lorge schools of hundreds of dark, 
compact surgeunfiah that carry a lancet at the 
hase Of their tails, Orange sqyuirreliish, with 
spiny fins and big nocturnal black eyes. 
peeped out of interstices in the reef, 

An intriguing fellow was the trunkfish, whose 
whole body, except mouth, eves, and fins, 
is encase) in a mail, bony case. He swam 
erraticnlly, fanning feverishly with small fine. 

Constantly over the reef passed restless 
schocds of green. partatiish; some were three 
feet long. AS they turned in iumison, 1 could 
see their horny white beaks, one snap.of which 
can easily shear » steel fishhook in two, 

Most of these fish T had never before seen 
alive, but 1 recognized them from descriptions 
and color plates in the National Geographic 
Ssucietys Book of Fishes. 

Most attractive to me were the angelfish, 
with deep round bodies thin asia pie plate in 
cross section, high forehead, staring eves, ond 
a fridiculous projecting small mouth. These 
would come goguling and gaping at us, then 
turn and dart away, only to return to stare 
amin. 

Finally this was the undoing of one, for as 
he turned his broad yellow-marked black side, 
| speared him, Tt was a French angelfish 
(Pomuccatis baru), 


The Tiger of the Sea 


Toward the end of our widersea sight-seeing 
tour. we crawled and swam to the edge of the 
reef and looked out and down inte the misty 
blue depths of the open sea, Suddenly an 
elongated shadow slid slowly into view. from 
under us and then as-silently backed under 
the rock= again. 

One geisso used to being under water that 
[ opened my mouth to ask what it was; the 
intush of salt water made me Hift my head, 
and: as I did so f felt Durban grip my arm.

It wat a fowr-nnd-s-hali-font barracuda, 
mationlessly regarding us from about '3 feet 
uwoy, 0 could see his hnver jaw bane down, 
showing the white razor-sharp teeth. Slowly, 
making as little splash ox possible, we. re- 
treated to shallower water,

Later, using a fish for bait, we caught this 
barracuda on o hate! line: it measured slightly 
more than 4/4 feet and weighed 30 pounds, 

Several more times while swimming we siw 
harrocudas, but they never bothered us. Deur- 
ban holds these fish in contempt, saying that 
often when be is hauling fishpats five or six 
swim around, trving to get at the small fish 
in the trap, He has often dived among them, 
he suid, to clear a fouled anchor, ond they 
acittered before him like sardines. 

T was-on Antigua when the first American 
troops landed there. At St, John’s the sol- 
diers were lightered ashore from a United 
States Navy transport just after dawn one 
mornin (page 725), 

They had been two weeks at sen, ancl 
through the edge ofa hurricane, Many were 
unshaven ancl weak from seasitkness, yet

Small black children gathered retuned to 
gape at these new light-skinned “Joes” frorn 
the north, To colored dwellers in the West 
Indies, all Americans are “Joe.” 

That ight T returned to St. John’s to see 
how the traops spent their first might ashore, 
and found them decorously drinking beer -in 
the Eagle Tavern, the jocal pub. The walls 
had been decorated with red, white, and blue 
hunting and signs saying “Welcome U_ 5. 
Army.” | 

Also on the tavern walls were portraits of 
President Roosevelt, Ring George V, Winston 
Churehill, and the President of Portugal: 
Many leading tumities of the Weet Indies are 
of Portuguese descent.

At first passing through orderly coconut 
plantations and sugar-cane fields, the narrow 
soil-suriaced towl descends near Castries 
through a rain forest of super-tropical luxu- 
rhince, 

Giant tree ferns wnecoil their [romds over- 
head. and pray-boled mahogany and other 
hardwood trees are strung with lianas and 
creepers in a mage of green, Through all the 
matting of vegetation tricklés the murmurmg 
water of many rills. . 

Frequent heavy rains in this region often 
cause terrific londslides, One storm a few 
years ago caused the side of a bill to slice off, 
topple aver, and engulf an entire village, 
Hundreds were killed. 

I rode to Castries in a high-primg brown 
reconniieaance car with an Army officer, 
Along the route, when dark-skinned youngsters 
epatted the American car and uniform they 
would dash to the sith of the road and shout, 
“Hey, Joe, gimme: a blahk penny, Joo!" 

One St. Lucian sdlvanced the theory that 
Americans pre called “Joe” because St. Joseph

P FROM the (ran Chaen they come,

Over the wast forests of the Amazon they ily 
during February ar early March. Delaying 
on the Tlanos of Venezuela, traversing. the 
Caribbean in a single night, visiting in Cuba 
duting late March, they arrive in Florida in 
early April. 

When they sppear over the clover fields of 
centtal New York in eatly May. we call them 
Bobolinks; and many an eve dances at their 
carefree Hight and many.a heart throbs to their 
rollicking, baniolike song. 

They are ove Bobolinks now, but-scen agin 
they will return to the land of their ancestors 
and become. the chembergos of Puerts Rico 
and Cuba, or the beloved charletdéns of Brazil 
ard Argentina. 

Thus, yeur after year, they carry an un- 
spoken meseave to our southern neighbors jane 
return in the spring with their /feflicifades— 
feathered emissaries of international good will. 

Ravey in Formal Black and White 

As I sit by my camera in an observation 
bind plants! ina meadow in the New York 
State Finger Lakes region, waiting for my 
Bobolink to return to his song perch. among 
the daisies and hawkweeds (Plate 1), 1 like to 
think of him as 2 special enyoy sent from my 
friends in Atgentina to bring me cheering news 
of their well-being, singing me their greetings 
and ilispelling the distance between us. 

And when, in late July, he changes his 
showy black-and-white clothes for a traveling 
suit of streaked yellow-brown like that of the 
rest of his family, he will bear my message back 
with him.

The Bobolink had been back in his fields 

a week before we began to hear the oft-re- 
seal song of this little “preacher bird” with 
fire in his eve, 

All winter he had been enjoying himself in 
the chocolate plantations of the Cauca Valley, 
in Colombia, flitting from one medre de 
caces 7 to another without a thoweht for his 
friends plowing through the snow ani ice of 
a northern winter, 

Then, about the list of March, the tropical 
sun begun to arouse his migratory instinct 
and implant the urge to return to his fonmer 
home. 

Returning Vireo Travels Mare Slowly 

He did not follow. the Bobolink’s short cut 
across the Caribbean and the West Indies, 
however, but took a somewhat longer route up 
through Panama and (Central America, croes- 
ing the Gulf of Mexico to Louisiana: from 
Yucatin. 

After reaching the United States he traveled 
mare aiowly, for, althoweh he arrived on the 
Gulf cost more than a week ahead! af the 
Bobolinks, he did not make New York until 
a week mfter they had taken over the meadows. 

The Red-eyed Vireo is another good-will 
ambassador, and our greetings to Colombia 
and V enezuely ge with him when-he leaves far 
his winter home in September, 

All winter the little hanging basket that he 
wove in the lilac bush, conspicuous now that 
the leaves have fallen, will he a vivid reminder 
of our tiny friend and our good neighbors to 
the south who are sheltering and feeding him 
during our long winter, 

He will mot travel alone, for hosts of our 
vires is, Warblers, and thrushes spend the winter 

as far south as Colombia. Even the curious

Yellow-billed Cuckoo (Plate V),s0 shy that he 
seems but a phantom slipping through the 
undergrowth, will take wing in September and 
join the migratory hordes that haye round-trip 
tickets to Colombia and Ecuador. 

His lunch of hairy caterpillars he will not 
have to pack and take with him, for all along 
the route he will find these delicacies chunned 
by most other birds. 

With the Bobolink wintering in the Argen- 
tine, and the Red-eyed Vireo and the Vellow- 
billed Cuckoo in Colombin, we are led to won- 
der if there are not equally attractive places 
along the wav, 

Most migratory birds return to the land of 
their ancestors for the winter, and when the 
Wood Thrush (Plate IV) and the Yellow- 
breasted Chat (Plate VI) leave us; they will 
he well satisfied te winter in southern Mexico, 
eee Guatemala, Nicnragua, or Costa 

ica 

On the other hand, the Red-winged Plack- 
bird (Plate TV), the Red-headed Woodpecker 
(Plate [17), and the Kingfisher (Plate TT) 
may be satiefied with our own southern States. 
Like mary another fisherman, however, the 
Kingfisher can be lured farther and farther 


from home by bigger and better fish, until he 


reaches Trimdad or British Guinna, 

As early as the lost of March, Tree Swallows 
(Plate VII) reach the northern United States, 
while insects are-still scarce, Indeed, during 
eold spells they eke out their existence with 
bavberries, which scarcely seem opproprinte 
for swallows, 

They come early, nearly 2 month ahead of 
other species of swallows, because they winter 
in Florida and: even farther north, while the 
bam swallows go skimming over the West 
Indies and the Caribbean Sea bound for Brazil. 

It is a marvelous sight to watch ten thou- 
sand Tree Swallows go. to roost m the marshes 
of the St. Johns River, i Florida. All day 
they skim over the river andl dart over the 
caw grass in scattered formations, but as dusk 
‘approaches they all head for a commen ronst- 
ing place in the marsh, where their combined 
weight will futten the reeds to the water,

Round aod round the huge flock whirls, 
forming a gigantic vortex which from a dis- 
tance resembles a cloud of smoke, as if the 
marsh might be om fire. 

The longer they swirl the denser becomes 
the-cloud, and for a few moments, a2 they are 
descending into the marsh, it resembles the 
funnel of a tornade. Gradually it changes to 
a wisp of smoke and then vanishes as the 
swallows settle to their perches. 
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lf one returns at daybreak expecting to see 
the performance reversed, he will be greatly 
disappointed, for the morning awakening is 
much less spectacular. A few birds at a time 
rise and scatter to their feeding grounts. 
Neatly an hour elapses before swallows are 
skimming all over the- march, ancl at no time 
con one imagine the vast convocation of the 
night before. 

Indes), after having viewed this pageant, 
une i almost ready to believe, as intelligent 
persons apparently did in the elghteenth cen 
tury, that swallows throw themselves into the 
mud and sleep all winter, 

In 1768, for example, Boswell wrote in his 
Life of Joknian: “He (Johnson) seemed 
pleased to talk of natural philosophy. That 
woodcecks ty over the northern countries 
is prover, because they have been observed at 
ant Swallows certainly sleep all the winter. 
A number of them conglotulate together, by 
Rving round and round and then all in a heap 
throw themselves under the water, anid lie in 
the bed of a river.” 

After watching the behavior of the swallows 
an the St. Johns marshes, I could almost have 
written this myself. 

Tiny Travelers Fly Thousands of Miles 

Se feet of wing and so graceful in the sir 
are the swallows, however, that we accept their 
lengthy migrations without wonderment, sur- 
prised only that any should prefer to stay in 
the United States during the winter when they 
could so easily set their wines for that roman- 
tie land to the south. 

But when we contemplate the tiny warblers, 
vireos, and humminghirds,. with their small 
wines and fragile bodies, that unfalteringly 
make the seven to ten thousand-mile trip each 
vear, we marvel at their endurance and their 
love of home.* 

Happily for-us In the United States, how- 
ever, all birds-are not migratory. and some bits 
af Ife and color remain to cheer our snow- 
bound existence. Lucky we are if one of the 
permanent residents happens to bea Kentucky 
Cardinal (Plate VIII}. 

We think of Cardinals as belonging to the 
southern States and Mexico, but of recent years 
they have been increasing, and the younger 
birds have been pressing northward to oecupy 
atcas where our fathers never saw them, 

Indeed, in the Finger Lakes region, Cardi- 
nails have become almost as commen in our 
gurdens as scarlet lanagers and indigo byn- 
tings. lt may be that similar invasions have

Alesander Wetmore, and published by the National 
Giotrinhic Sackey. 
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eccutred in the past, but if so the pionéering 
individuals bet no progeny. 

Today, feecling the winter birds has become 
sich a popular pastime that it is much easier 
for southem hirds to extend their ranges north- 
ward, There is no excuse for a Cardinal going 
hungry, for in every community there are 
bird livers who keep sunflower see, chick 
feed, and suet alwaoys-available to the birds 
neat their windiws. 

The Cardinal ts a prolific species, regularly 
laying three or foyr eggs ton clutch and hav- 
ing two or three broods a year. Thos, with 
fair success in protecting thelr egirs from red 
squirrels and their youngsters from cats, they 
should soon become established in mast of the 
northern United States and southern Canada. 

Certainly it is a fascinating sight, and one 
conducive to bird feeding, lo see a group of 
bright-red Cardinals in the snow around the 
feedmeg shelf, anc later to watch the home life 
of @ pair in the wistaria vine on the porch. 

Another beautiful invader from Dixie is the 
Holden-vellow Prothonotary Warbler (Flite 
VI}. A small colony of these dazzling south- 
emers has come to live along Oak Orchard 
Creek, west of Rochester, New York. Each 
spring they return from, their winter sojourn 
in Central Amerita, and their somber has 
increased to seven or eight pairs: 

For nesting they search out natural cavi- 
ties or at times even accept birdhouses which 
Harlan Eckler, who first discovered them, puts 
up along the swampy stream. 

Cours Kill Mony a Careless Bird 

While: the Prothonotary Warbler and the 
Cardinal have been increasing during recent 
years, another attractive bird, the Red-headed 
Woodpecker (Plate 110) has become much less 
common. ‘There are still places:in the Miasis- 
cippi Valley where it is ‘a familiar lind, but 
sega it Stems to be suffering a high mor- 
Lalit, 

In some places it is one of the birds most 
commonly killed by automobiles along the 
highways, because it delights in perching on 
fence pests or telegraph poles and ving down 
for grasshoppers stirred up by passing cars. 
Whether this alone con account for its increas- 
ing, scarcity is, of course, unknown, 

The drainage of marshes has caised birds 
deh wt the bitterns and rails to become rare 
In many localities where they once were com- 
mon. Hut the Red-winged Blackbird (Pilate 
TV), which ondinarily nests in’ murshes, takes 
to havfields or meadows when swamps dis- 
appear. ‘There it fraternizes with the boln- 
links and meadowlarks, weaving its hanging 
basket among the stronger weed stems, 
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The increasing number of Redwings bas 
furnished some cause for worry among farmers 
who are trying to talse grain, especially sweet 
com, in the vicinity of their rowsting places, 


Birds: of Old and New World Origin 
Mingle in Our Melting Pat 

North Ameticn has two major groups of 
bird families, one having its origin in. the 
Old World-and one in South America, These 
birds, unlike the starling and house sparrow, 
came to this continent gradually and of their 
own free will, like the American Indians and 
later the white men, and they have been here 
60 long we call them native Species: 

Indeed, most of them are native, for after 
many generations of separation from. their 
forebears, they have developed characteristics 
ll their own, ‘Our friendly little black-capped 
chickadees, for instance, is almost. the exact 
counterpart of the European: coal tit: yetit is 
sufficiently different to he separated as a dis- 
tinct species, 

There seems to be litthe question that clucka- 
dees invaded this country several million vears 
ago—prior to the Lee Age— by way of Siberia 
and Alaska, when this area was much more 
lemperate than it ie today. 

That their invasion was more recent than 
that of other Old World families indicated 
by the fact that only 42 of some three hun- 
dred known species and subspecies: belonging 
to the chickadee family are fount! in North 
America, and none of these has yet extended 
its range south of Mexico. 

The same is true of the shrikes, for only 
eight of the ninety species and subspecies of 
true shrikes are North American, and these 
have staredly wet extended their range south 
of the United States. 

On the other hand, fully a quarter of the 
four hundred varieties of crows anil jays, ari- 
other bird family of Old World origin, are now 
found in the Western Hemisphere, and some 
species have invaded South America all the 
way tothe Argentine, The same is true of the 
woodpeckers, cuckoos, thrushes, and sparrows. 

Y don't suppose we shall ever be able to 
guess the order of their arrival, but for the 
most part we are glad they came and that 
they now live peaceably with other birds which 
we consider native species, but which obviously 
came to us from South America, such as the 


hummingbirds, warblercs, vireos, tockinybirds, 


and the New World orioles and lycutchers. 

Our birds, like the American people, came 
from a variety of sources and have learned to 
piny the game of life amicably together, each 
species filing a certain niche no longer claimed 
by others, 


Madagascar: Mystery Island

Since the beginning of its long history, 
Madagascar has bee oa mstery island. It 
still is comparatively little known—and not 
the Jeast of ite mysteries new je the question 
of the part it will play in the struggle for the 
Indian Ocean, 


Marco Polo Learns of a New Land 


It is not-mere historical geovraphy to start 
the seairy of my observations on Misdawascar 
with Marco Polo's account of what he heard 
about the tsland when he was yovaging home 
from China, Fis reports were of more signit- 
cance for his own contemporaries than they 
wuld believe; subsequent explorations on the 

“sixth continent” have confirmed many state- 
ments which in his time were disregarded os 
tall tales.7 

Near the end of the Lith century a biz 
iour-master cruised in the territory of the 
Indonesian ish. It flew the flag of Venice, 
and on the bridge stood the first ¢lobe-trotter 
in history, the Venetian Marco Polo. 

Adventuraus- Marco had a favorable wind 
and a quick yvovage in the Bay of Bengal. He 
was in a hurry to reach the mouth of the Indus 
River during the winter, 

As he neared Ceylon, the wind suddenly 
changed and the northeast monsoon caught 
the ship, More ancl more she was driven 
south, and the Indians on board knew they 
would have to wit five more full moons be. 
fore the wind changed aguin. 
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Just before sunset one evening, they sighted 
another ship, an Arabian two-masted dhow 
like these they had seen by the thousands near 
the Hadhramaut coast. 

The small vessel drifted Gn the ocean with 
torn sails and broken rudder, Om her deck 
were. thitsty, hali-starved, half-crazy. men-— 
Arabian merchants: Marco Iolo took them 
aboard his ship and fed them, They tald him 
about thelr fate. 

They said they had sailed to southern 
islands, to Pemba and Zanzibar, to buy ele- 
Phant tusks and amber, but that o heavy 
storm had driven them southwest. 

For many days they had not kniwn where 
they were, Once they hae seen islands afur, 
but could not reach them. The stars in the 
skies had changed strangely. 

One day after the new moon they had seen 
a coast at leet, ‘They hod looked for human 
teing=, but found none. During the day the 
sun had blazed on their bodies without pity, 
ind at night the woods had been hideous with 
the howling and roaring of wild animals. 
They had seen awe-inspiring apes, as big as 
min, toting at them, 

They had tried te get into the interior of 
the island, but hich mountains and dense for- 
ests proved insuperable, Then they had gone 
to their ship again and sailed! aban the coast. 
At the nest full moon they had still sailed alone 
the coast, 

They hod thought that this was not an 
island, but a new continent of which nothedly 
had ever heard, The meuntains had become 


still higher, and the constellations still 
stranger. Tt must have been a country full 


af horror and mysteries, 

One day they hod seen hovering alive the 
mountains a bird as-hig as their ship, its 
Wings Ohscuring the sun, Tt carried a great 
minal, probably an elephant!

The inundated area of the rice fields became 
more extended, .and T hard the impression of 
driving across a big lake. Far away a moun- 
tain reflected its picture in the water, and sud- 
denly [ saw four steel masts which looked like 
the aerials of a racdin station. My driver 
pointed at the mountain and said, “There's 
Tananarive now!" 


Amazing Tananarive, Madegascar's Capital 


Never has @ city made a more surprising 
impression on me than the capital of Mada- 
gascur (pages 814-817). The opproach. fs 
through a ¢ea of rice fielkls which extends to 
the bistling business district. 

As:soon as we bad reached the first houses, 
we were in the midst of congested traffic. 
The hundreds of coolies who ran up and down 
the streets with their rickshas made way re- 


luctantly for automobiles, To a motorist this 


city seems not too friendly, 

The streets all go up or down, sometimes 
climbing at a depree that causes the car to 
swoon, But the coolies who haul passengers 
do not mined the steepness of the streets. They 


whiz uphill at a rate that leaves many, a: 


motorcar behind. 

Everywhere on street comers, stairs; and ter- 
races, crowds hang atound. The houses are 
all red: and thousands of white luombas shine 
in the glaring sunlight, the people's faces prac- 
tically the only dark corners in that carnival 
of light, 

Our road swung uphill in two big curves: to 
the European quarter, Many stairs Jead up 
the hills: some are 15 to 20 feet broad, and 
some have 300 steps, us if they would lead 
right up to heaven! Everywhere stat, Sit, 
and walk dark-brown natives in Cher lambas. 

With the road ascencling, the view became 
mare interesting every minute. Like a big 
island the mountain, with the city on its back, 
rises from the ocean of surrounding rice fields. 
One more hairpin curve and we were at the 
top of the mountain, at the Place Colbert: in 
the heart of the Furopean settlement. 

Rich Nutaral Resources, Few Laborers 

Here the scene and the atmosphere changed 
completely. To our left and right I saw de- 
partment stores with colorful display windows 
and signs. T looked ot those situs and rubbed 
my eyes: “Magasin Lufayette,” “Magasin Au 
Printemps,” “Latest Hat Models,” “Granil 
Hotel,” “ Jewelers,” neon lights, Credit Lyon- 
mnatis,"” tars, telephone borths, daticing, news- 
paper boys yelling final elitlons, . . , 
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“Driver, stop! Where am J? Isthis really 
Madagasear, or have I caught matarin and 
see Paris in my fever visions?” 

Sc this was Maidapascar! 

Later 1 talked! with the Governor General. 
On a hig wall map he showed me all the places 
an the island where new bridges, roads, ond 
other proiects were under construction, ‘This 
official had had a a major part in making this 
colony, distant frown F rance, reach o high stage 
of civilization, Intelloctually and culturally, 
Madagascar is cliser to the motherland than 
Senegal or Syria, which are closer to it gen 
graphically, 

The Governor spoke af the most difficult and 
most pressing problem of Miidagascar—iack 
af workers, The big island is among the 
richest territories on earth, With its adjacent 
stuns It supplies the world with 72 percent 
of the natural vanilla consumed; yearly it 
yields huge quantities of maize of best qual-

ucts. Matlavascar mines yield gulel, graphite, 
more than 50 kinds of precious stones, iron, 
nickel, lead, and manganese: Some territaries 
contain ofl. 

Becuuse of shortage of workers, thee treas 
ures have been little developer, 

Experts “timate that with two million in- 
borers the agriculture could be mised to ten 
or twelve times its present production and 
the mineral output could be multiplied! 15 two 
20 times. 


Taxes Raised to Make Natives Work 

The natives themselves are goodhearted, 
merry do-nethings. They work only long 
enough each yeat to ecatn what they need for 
their tases and their modest needs. 

Many of them, employed on farms or in the 
mines, quit ane aD home as so0n os they have 
received five or six dollars. With two dollars 
they pay their taxes, and the remaining three 
or iour are sufficient to buy a few sacks of rice 
and anew shirt, Between jobs they sit or lie 
all day long on their mats in the shade of the 
palm trees: 

Twice toxes have been raised to force the 
natives to work a few weeks longer every year, 
and attempts have been made to settle other 
races on the island, Neither method has been 
satisfactory. Negroes can endure the climate, 
but, since there is also a labor shortage in 
Africa, they cannot be induced to Weave their 
homeland to come to Madagascar. 

East Indians cannot do heavy work under 
the Madigascar sun, and the same applies to

Strange Wares in the Tananarive Viorket 


Comparable with no other city in the world, 
Tananarive ts exotic: vet it became within a 
week so homey that I felt myself a part of its 
life. 

The original name of the citey was Antono 
narivo, which, in the languave of the Mala 
rasy, means “the Town of the Thousand Vil 
lazes.” The French shortened that lony name

Vast meadows burned out by a blazing sum 
are dermely overgrown with thorny shrubs 
aod obrets. Thorns dlominite the picture 
Here and there stand giant baobub trees. I 
saw jew houses of stone or wood: Aloat of 
the dwellings were low buts im the meadows

The people were of an impressive beauty. 
I have seldom seen such well-built men and 
women. Hoth sexes wore the same huir stvles, 
and were oliviously fond of artistic hoir-tres- 
ing. The women mostly wore strings of beads 
around ther brown necks ond had coms fixed 
in their hair (paves 424-5), 

When they saw my car, they quickly come 
out of their huts and greeted me with laughter, 
velling, dancing, amd <pear-ewinging 

Where were the “robbers. thieves, and kil 
napers, who, according to my mtormation, 
were supposed to live here? 1 could not have 
had oo more friendly welcone| 

The road became bod andl worse 
tints there was no road ul all, and | had tu 
drive over thorny andergrowth or alone a 
dried-out river bed. Every tew hundred yards 
f had to stop and take the stances and boulders 
off the “road” eo that | could drive on 

Late in the nicht, when | reached! the little

Tall Tales from the Coatth Coountry

The entire tribe of the Antandroys lives by 
rnising cattle, and the center of oll their talk

Their lives are closely linked to their herds. 
The administratian officer whom [| met here 








830 


told me two rather tall stories: to emphasize 
this pomt. 

“A cow hid been stolen,” he said, “from the 
herd of an Antandroy. As soon os he noticed 
that she was missing, be exaniined the thou- 
sanile of footprints on the steppe and finally 
found the track of the missing animal. 

“He followed tt to the nearest village ane 
from there through three more villages until he 
finally found the cow! Ut suns increctible, 
but the Antandroys know the footprints of 
every one of their cattle and can distinguish 
them from any others, 

“At the village of Tranoroa a Frenchman 
tested an Antandroy to discover whether he 
really knew all the cows in his herd of 3772. 
The Antandroy was-blindfoldec, and one ani- 
mal of the herd was hidden, Then the Antati- 
droy was to, describe the missing animal. 

“Tt took him about seven minutes to ex- 
amine his 371 pets, and then he said, “A two- 
year-old ox is missing, He has a brown stain 
around his left eye, and three white stripes 
around his hind legs.’ 

“And be was cight!” 


A Weird Ceremony at the Demon Tree 


My greatest adventure here took place as 
| wandered ground thé steppe looking for 
rcubiwe Braves. These are among the chief 
curiosities on the island. Numerous stones ure 
brought together and heaped inte a large pile, 
which is decorated with primitively carved 
wooden statues, 

The number of these statues, which the na- 
tives call afsales, indicates the wealth and 
reputation of the deceased, ‘The horns af the 
oxen Which were slaughtered for the funeral 
meal are put on the grave as a decoration, 

The biggest and most famous Antandroy 
grave is located near Ampanthy, and | was on 
my way there when suddenly | heard a far- 
away drumming, singing, and yelling. Soon 
T caw a crowd of natives gathered around -a 
tree in the middle of the steppe. It was “the 





tree of the demons,” which has a long histury. 


Many years ago an epidemic raged amony 
the cattle, and the herdsmen were in despair. 
The tribe's sorcerer said that a demon. killed 
the animals and that no time:should be lost 
in pacifying and reconciling him. ‘The herds: 
men should plant a tree where the chemin could 
rest and enjoy cool shade om hot summer days, 

The tree was planted, and:since then there 
has been a great yeurly festival under it, with 
offerings to keep the demon in a wood mood. 
In this famous blow feast of the steppe the 
entire village ‘joins. 

Under the tree sat the women and children, 
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all dressed in their best, all holding drirms: 
They: aang-a seng, the men stood aside, ane 
behind them | siwa bie herd of cattle Ot 
wos just before sunset. | 

A girl and a boy started to dance. They 
had spears in their hands, and their antics 
looked funny to me. They hardly moved: 
only their shoulrlers shook rhythmically, and 
they held their spears firmly. 

The noise of the droms increased more and 
more, and the chant of the women became a 
snvige screaming. They clapped their hands 


and beat the earth. 


The sun sink beyond the horizon, Now 
the pagan scenes Of the festival followed each 
other in quick sequence. First, men caught 
the animals to be offered. The oxen fought 
for their freedom, but the hercdemen threw 
ropes around their feet and brought them 
down. 

The calves were quickly killed by the thrust 
of a sharp. broad Knife through their threats, 
and the oxen and cows were felled by driving 
a long spear through their hearts, 

Now the celebration came to a climax, and 
the blood drinks were served. The fresh blood 
of the animals wis caught in dishes, and men, 
women, and children drank the slowly coagu- 
lating liquid; ina state of ecstasy,
